Under the Establishment system some excel- 
lent men were, no doubt, promoted to the 
Episcopate, but. their. intment was due, 
as in the case of Dr. der, to purely 
adventitious ‘circumstances. Appointments 
were made in many cases which could not 
have been made if the very slightest con- 
sideration had been entertained for the in- 
terests of religion or for the wishes of the 
members of the Irish Church, who had no 
voice in the matter and saw the greatest 
offices in their Church bestowed by English 
Prime Ministers on men who would be the 
very last they would themselves select. 

The contrast between the old and the pre- 
sent system of appointments to the Episcopate 
was brought very forcibly to my mind by 
the circumstances of the practically unanimous 
election to the See of Killaloe of Dr. Patton, 
on whom the degree of Doctor of Divinity 
was yesterday conferred by the University of 
Dublin. The new Bishop of Killaloe is, I am 
sure, in sympathy with the view of Dr. 
Chester, who was the first Bishop of Killaloe 
appointed after the Disestablishment. Dr. 
Chester said that he felt he occupied a far 
higher position as a bishop who owed his 
election to the free will of the people than if 
his promotion were due to the favour of any 
Prime Minister. 

The Primate touched in his commemoration 
sermon very felicitous!y on some persona 
incidents of interest in the life of Primate 
Alexander. May I recall the fact that Dr. 
Alexander on his appointment to the Bishopric 
of Derry became the bishop of his father, 
who was a prebendary or reotor in the diocese? 
I cannot remember any other instance of a 
son being his father’s bishop. There is, 
however, an analogy in the case of Sir 
Thomas More, who was Lord Chancellor and 
head of the Judiciary in which his father was

THE TOWN TENANTS BILL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRE TIMES. | 
Str,—The chief object of the new Town 
Tenants Bill is to create an interest for the 
tenant, carved out of the landlord’s, so that 
the tenant may have an equal financial 
interest with the landlord without paying for 
it; and this principle, it is proposed, shall 
apply to all boidiain, whether dwelling- 

shops, or other buildings, without, 

i valuation of premises. The 
tenant is to be entitled to sell his interest at 
from ten to fifteen years’ purchase of his rent 
to his landlord, who has the first preference, 
or to an outsider. This would prove a great 
hardship both to landlords and to prospective 
tenants. 

It would be interesting to know what justi- 
fication the authors of the bill think they 
have for suggestang such a principle. I 
thought it might be a socialistic doctrine, 
because I understand that Socialists hold that, 
if a man has, say, two coats and his neighbour 
has none (being too poor to buy one), the 
former should give the latter one of them ; 
but that doctrine does not apply to landlords 
and tenants, because tenants are not poor. 
There are many tenants better off than their 
landlords, and the fact that they do not own 
their houses does not imply that they cannot 
buy them. Many tenants will admit that 
they would rather not purchase their houses. 
They have various reasons for not doing so. 
Some do not wish to be tied to the same 
house or neighbourhood for life; others find it 
cheaper and more satisfactory to rent a house, 
and so on.

AMERICA AND THE GREAT 
WAR. - 


Sir Charles Wakefield has been Lord 
Mayor of London. In this capacity he 
has come much into contact with Ameri- 
cans, and in his book he urges eros 3a 
ance and the value of a sincere hip 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. He sets out with a survey of the 
relations between the two countries, and 
this leads him-to discuss the share taken 
by Woodrow Wilson in the creation of the 
League of Nations, One of the most in- 
teresting essays in the whole book is that 
in which he analyses that remarkable 
character, Walter H. Page, who probably 
did more than any other rican towards 
bringing in his wiyew g on the side of the 
Allies. Mr. and a few compatriots, 
notably Owen Wister and Robert Bacon, 
formerly American Ambassador in Paris, 
understood, before the confused rulers of 
the New World had ms it, the inward 
meaning of the moral catastrophe of 1914. 
They realised that civilisation was faced 
once more with the old assault by the 
dreamers of world conquest—in this case 
backed by the litically docile and 
credulous people of Germany. 

_ Mr. Page did his best to explain to 
President Wilson that the English never 


wanted war, that they were not a war- 


like people, that they ‘did not hate the 
Germans, that they harboured no feeling 
of ¥ ce. His dominant wish was 
that the United States should enter the 
war in order to give America standing and 
influence when the reorganisation of the 
world began. < Military ambition, as the 
pages of Sir Charles Wakefield’s book help 
us to perceive ,was a wild beast, and Page 
could conceive only one proper course for 
his country—thaf America should help 
England. and France to hunt the wild beast 
down. When, after the sinking of the 
Lusitania, Colomel House, walking down 
Piccadilly, read the posters containing the 
six words, “ We are too proud to fight,” 
signed by his intimate friend and chief, 
Woodrow Wilson, he said to Page: “I 
feel as though I had been given a kick at 
every lamp-post coming down Constitution 
Hill.” He found a sympathetic listener 
in Page. 

There were moments in the war when it 
was difficult to place events in true per- 
spective. Page never lost that sense so 
mvaluable in statesmanship and. so 
characteristic of a liberal training. He 
would have understood, althgugh he would 
not have agree with, the young French 
officer dying on the field of battle, between 
a Highlander and a German, who wrote in 
his notebook: “I wondered—and I sup- 
pose the others did—why we had fought 
each other at all.” Page knew well that 
the Gérman was dying in vain, while the 
Highlander and the Frenchman, by their 
deaths, were contributing towards the 
eause of civilisation and peace.

“America.” By Sir C. £. Wakefield, Bart.

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TIBETAN DRAMA. 

Though European. travellers have 
managed within the last fifty years to sur- 
mount the all but impassable frontiers of 
Tibet, the general public knows little or 
rothing of the country, and nothing at all 
of its people. We may see an odd photo- 
graph of grotesque “devil’’ dancers or as 
weird a State ceremonial, but there is no 
key in the inspiration of either, and from 
the plane of another culture we dismiss 
them as “barbarous’’ or “ picturesque,”’ 
according to fancy. This book of three 
dramas is a convincing revelation of. the 
life, feeling and habit of mind of the 
Tibetan people. 

There is a sympathetic foreword, ex- 
planatory of the plays, but it is more 
concerned with the players than with dis- 
cussion of the drama. The “ mysteries '' 
are played in the monasteries, in the 
court before the temple or im the prairie. 
The actors are monks, though lay pro- 
fessionals are allowed for the women’s 
parts. Kings, though they are of India, 
are dressed imvariably as Emperors of 
China, and a footnote explains that all 
spiritual influence comes from India and 
all political influence from China. The 
narrative is recited usually by a Brahmin, 
and many of the monks, not knowing their 
parts, read them from long leaflets. The 
performance begins when the notabilities 
have arrived and ceases at fall of day, to 
be resumed on the morrow. It may take 
three days, as it is always slow, chanted, 
elaborated with mute “business,” and 
intervals for rest are arranged. The 
andience is composed of every type of in- 
habitant of the neighbouring countries. 
They come to the chosen site of the drama, 
a monastery in one of the aerial] valleys 
of Upper Asia, where the rarified air is 
extraordinarily exalting, pure and cold— 
not to see a representation of life, but 
their ideal of life. They have traversed 
miles of prairie, valleys and mountain 
forest and rhododendron woods, and pitch 
their white-black, braided tents imme 
diately around the open-spaced stage. The 
performance over, the camp of nomads is 

one, . ' 

Naturally, the plays lose in interpreta- 
fion, however good and painstaking it 
may be; but a little imagination and the 
help of the preface will vivify their appeal. 
There are three—“ Tchrimekundan,” 
“ Djroazanmo,” and “Nausal.” The super- 
human charity of the first, the woes of 
the children in the second, and the growth 
of a girl’s mentality in the third are 
cloaked with all the extravagance and 
exaggeration of the East. They are 
abstract, ideal, marvellous, but one needs 
a whole life’s training to view them from a 
seeing angle. It is by the notes and intro- 
to the plays that one is 
enabled to get them in some sort of focus.

NEOPLATONISM. 

Platonism and Neoplaonsm have. 
fascinated many generations of the mystic- 
ally minded; but Neoplatonism. has an 
especial historical, interest in respect of 
its influence on Christian thought. 
Plotinus, the master mind of Neoplatenism, 
influenced Augustine as profoundly as 
Aristotle inflienced Thomas Aquinas, and 
in Augustine’s writings large passages of 
Plotinus are reproduced almost word for 
word. A similarity of temperament 
accounted, no doubt, for the influence of 
the pagan mystic on the founder of 
Western theolggy; but it is difficult 


| adequately to assess what Plotinus meant | 


by his allusion to mystical experiences. 
“The union of reason with feeling,” says 
Mr. Dodds, in the introduction to his 
volume of Neoplatonic extracts, “ seems to 
be the differentia of the Platonic type cf 
mysticism." The stumbling-block which 
made Christianity unacceptable to the 
Greek mind that came so near to 
Augustine’s was the doctrine of the In- 
carnation. The Neoplatonist was unable 
to conceive that the Word should be made 
flesh and dwell among us. Cs,

appoint them.” At Potsdam Sir Elliott 
found some rowing boats. much 
scratched, and learnt that this was due to 
Prussian officers who went boating in 
spurs. In Palestine he met Gordon, who 
is one of his heroes. His account of fight- 
ing with dervishes in the Sudan is a vivid 
record of war as it was before the Great 
War made it so utterly inhuman and 
méchanical. Sir Elliott describes his re- 
tirement with some wistfulness, and tells 
how, at the age of sixty, he “ decided to 
stop hunting in order to taste the joys of 
ski-ing before getting too old.’’ He regrets

found a way to serve his country worthily.

Baddeley’s “ Thorough ” Guides are the 
most thorough guide-books that could be 
desired. A tenth, and revised, edition of 
the two volumes on North Wales is now 
issued.

(scale: a mile to an inch) for every small 
area treated in the detailed chapters. 
Holiday-makers thinking of visiting the 
glamorous country which includes the 
beautiful north coast of Wales, Snowden, 
Harlech, Portmadoc, Cader Idris—and so 
on, away to Chester and Shrewsbury— 
should get the late Mr. Baddeley’s books, 
whether they go as footmen or  wheel- 
men.

They were written 
during the Mutiny, in 1857-1858, to his 
father, mother and sister, and they tell a 
good deal about the various actions in 
which young Roberts took part.

They disclose—but without egotism—an 
exceptionally high-spirited, ambitious, 
affectionate and loyal nature.

RECENT FICTION. 

Mr. Sinclair Lewis’s “Free Air” is, we are 
informed, an early work, but it rivals his 
later books in interest and vitality, although 
it is not of such finished artistry. Milt 
Daggett, a young motor mechanic, renders 
service to a charming town-bred girl and 
her millionaire parent during a tour upon 
which they have bravely embarked, from 
New York “across two thousand miles of 
plain and mountain.” It is a wild adven- 
ture. urged by Claire—who drives her own 
“Gomez-Dep’’—to avert her father’s 
threatened nervous break-down. Disaster 
would have overtaken them upon several 
occasions but for the ubiquitous Milt, whose 
disgraceful little tin car is always, by some 
extraordinary coincidence, within hailing dis- 
tance. In these circumstances Claire learns 
to love her simple knight, and snobbery is 
successfully routed in a fashion after Mr. 
Lewis's own heart.

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Sir James Craig’s Offer. 
The Earl of Birkenhead has suffered the 


usual lot of interveners in family quarrels. 
While his speech on the boundary question 
has offended Sir James Craig, it has failed 
to please public opinion in the Free State. 
Yet Lord Birkenhead expressed one hope 
which all good Irishmen in both States 
must endorse—that the effort to secure 
agreement will persist “until the last 
effort of human good-will and human 
ingenuity and charity has been employed.’ 
Good-will is not lacking. Sir James Craig 
‘repeated yesterday that he was a man of 
peace and was ready to make a settlement 
by compromise. President Cosgrave, too, 
is ready for compromise in the spirit of 
the words which he spoke on the first day 
of the Free State Parliament's life :— 
‘‘In so far as my Government and myself 


are concerned, we shall say nothing, nor do 
anything, that may in any way hold apart 
from us that part of the Province of Ulster 
now separated, or retard the advent of that 
union which alone can bring real harmonv 
and lasting and genuine. security to our 


common motherland.”’ 
Since the good-will exists, we shall not 


despair that ingenuity yet may find a way. 
We dare to hope that it will be found in 
the new offer, or renewal of an old offer, 
which Sir James Craig made yesterday. 
He still refuses to recognise the Boundary 
Commission, but he is willing to revive 
his . agreement with the late General 
Collins, in January, 1922, whereby the 
Boundary Commission was to be altered, 
and the Governments of the Free 
State and of Northern Ireland were 
to appoint one representative each to 
report to Mr. Collins and Sir James 
Craig, who would agree on behalf of the 
respective Government on the future 
b: undaries between the two States. “I 
am prepared,’ said Sir James Craig yes- 
terday, ‘‘on behalf of the people of Ulster 
to enter into that agreement.” The worth 
of this offer depends on Sir James Craig’s 
present interpretation ól it. If he holds 
that by the Free State’s acceptance of his 
offer Article XII. of the Treaty would 
cease to be valid, the offer certainly will 
ke rejected. The British Government is 
pledged, in the last resort, to enforce this 
Article, and the Free State Government 
will refuse to abandon the certainty of 
the Boundary Commission for the mere 
hope of an agreed arrangement. On the 
other hand, it Sir James Craig makes his 
offer without prejudice to Article XII. 
from the Free State’s point of view, 
we are sure that the Free State Govern- 
ment ought to accept it without 
delay. Neither party would lose anything ; 
for, if the Inter-State Commission should 
reach -no. agreement, Northern Ireland's 
position would be exactly what it is to-day, 
and the Free State could invite the British 
Government to fulfil its pledge. There is, 
however, a precious possibility that the 
new occasion for conference, for exchange 
of views, for comparison of difficulties 
between Northern and Southern Irishmen 
might open avenues to the goa] of ultimate 
unity through a policy of immediate co- 
possibility, however 
slight, ought to be seized with eager 
hands. We hope most earnestly that 
President Cosgrave’s reply to Sir James 
Craig’s offer will keep the hope of settle- 
ment alive in our country’s distracted 
heart.

The Free State's Foreign Affairs. 

Foreign relations were discussed again 
in tho Free State Senate yesterday, 


‘| when Senator Douglas proposed an 


important resolution, This resolution, 
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lishment of a joint committee of five 
mewbers from each House of the 
Oireachtas “which shall consider the 
position of the Saorstat in relation to 
foreign affairs and report thereon to the 
Oireachtas from time to time accordingly.” 
Such a committee would be in constant 
touch with foreign politics and would keep 
a close eye on every development which 
possibly might affect the interests of the 
Free State. Then when the Dail and 
Senate came to consider the ratification 
of a treaty or any other international 
instrument they would be in a position to 


present is denied to them. From that 
point of view we are inclined to agree with 
Senator Douglas. The long Dail debate 
on the United States liquor treaty was 
a lamentable business. Some deputies 
showed an astonishing ignorance of the 
very elements of foreign politics, and the 
whole debate degenerated into an unedify- 
ing squabble. The presence in the Dail of 
a few men who had made a study of the 
subject would have been invaluable, The 
man in the street would have had some 
chance of understanding exactly to what 
he was being committed by the treaty, and 
the reputation óf the Free State would 
have escaped a blemish. 

Senator Douglas has a precedent for 
his proposed committee in the American 
Senate’s Committee on Foreign Relations. 
The Free State Committee, however, 
would have no executive power of 
any kind. It would exist merely in 
order to keep Parliament au courant with 
the affairs of the world, and would act, 
if it should act at all, purely in an 
advisory ‘capacity. Naturally, as Senator 
Jameson pointed out, such a committee 
would be virtually useless without the 
services of a competent staff. It would 
need interpreters, secretaries, legal experts 
and the like, and probably would involve 
considerable expense. Furthermore, to 
some extent, at any rate, it would be 
almost certain to encroach on the pre- 
serves of the Ministry for External 
Affairs. These are two obvious disad- 
vantages which doubtless will be taken 
into consideration by the Dail before it 
makes up its mind to fall in with the 
Senate’s suggestion ; but, if the committee 
is established at all, it ought to have every 
facility to carry on its work. Apart 
altogether from the practical utility of 
such a body, the Free State public requires 
education in foreign affairs; for our 
insular position has made us extremely 
“- proviricial ” in our political outlook. It 
is high time that Irishmen should take 
ar interest in the problems of other 
nations. 

It has been said that if an Englishman, | 
a German, a Frenchman and a Pole were 
asked to write an essay on the elephant, 
the Englishman would write a dissertation 
on big game shooting, the German would 
analyse the chemical composition of ivory, 
the Frenchman would talk about 
elephantine amours, while the Pole would 
discuss. the influence of elephants on the 
Polish question. In the past, we fear, we 
in Ireland have been rather too prone to 
follow the example of the Poles, and any 
interest which has been taken by our 
people in foreign affairs has been a purely 
selfish interest. In the future, we hope, 
the Free State’s outlook will become 
broader. This country has something to 
contribute to the sum total of human 
thought and human progress, but it must 
preserve a sense of proportion. The 
attempt to hold up the Americar liquor 
treaty, just in order to demonstrate to the 
world that the Free State was “indepen- 
dent,” was simply ridiculous. Similarly, 
it would be ridiculous to refuse to ratify 
the Treaty of Lausanne, We do not sug- 
gest that the Free State Government 
should say “ditto ” to everything that 1s 
said by the British Foreign Office. There 
might be cases in which a particular Irish 
interest was concerned where disagreement 
would be inevitable ; but, for all practical 
purposes, the Free State's interests in 
foreign politics are identical with those of 
the Commonwealth of which it is a part. 
For that reason our rulers and legislators 
ought to cultivate a more objective atti- 
tude towards the affairs of the big world 
beyond our shores. We believe that the 
existence of the joint committee which 
is proposed by Senator Douglas would help 
towards the achievement of that end. 
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Labour Day. 


Labour Day was held guietly throughout 
Europe. Only in Greece and Germany, 
two of her most recent republics, were 
there any incidents of note. In Athens 
a large number of Communists disregarded 
the orders in prohibition of public meet- 
ings and assembled outside the Labour 
centre. Troops were summoned and shots 
were fired into the air. ‘The crowd there- 
upon dispersed and no casualties were 
reported. In Germany it was feared that 
some trou»le might occur, as feeling ie 
running high on account of the election 
campaign ; and President Ebert threatened 
imprisonment ior offenders against the 
regulations which forbid public meetings. 
Police were used in Berlin to prevent 
processions; but no violence occurred, 
except in Koenigsberg, where collisions 
between the police and Communist de- 
monstrators resulted in the deaths of two 
persons and ‘injury to two others. In 
France and Belgium Socialists celebrated 
the occasion quietly and there were no 
cases of disorder. In Paris the Prefecture 
of Police used an aeroplane to watch for 
gatherings in the streets, but this precau- 
tion proved to be unnecessary, Reports 
from Madrid tell the same tale of a peace- 
ful Labour Day. ‘The observance of the 
lst May as a date especially dedicated to 
Labour is more recent in Great Britain 
than on the Continent and has not been 
so popular. Only in Glasgow, the British 
home of the Communist cause, was it ex- 
pected that demonstrations would take 
place on any considerable scale. Here the 
most advanced adherents of the socialist 
doctrine had planned to. “.e yesterday a 
“Red May Day,” but nothing happened. 
Demonstrations arranged by the “Red” 
Committee and the Scottish Workers’ 
Republican Party attracted no more than 
three hundred people, many of whom were 
women. The British workingman is not a 
natural revolutionary, and even the hot- 
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© Portugal: is in the throes of & serious 


the bakeries in Lisbon, Oporto and several 
other large towns. The transport drivers 
have joined the striking bakers and are 
co-operating in the attempt to prevent the 
Government from distributing bread. As 
a result the authorities contemplate the 
drastic step of mobilising all the motor 
chauffeurs in the big cities and employing 
their services to supply the inhabitants 
with bread made in the military barracks. 
Like every other country of Europe, 
Portugal is stricken financially by the 
aftermath of the Great War, and a deter- 
mined effort is being made to balance the 
Budget. British investors are interested, 
in the question of payments to certain | 
tobacco bondholders which have been 
stopped by the Government on account 
of the company’s failure to pay various 
dues ; but it is unlikely that this matter 
will be allowed to threaten in any way 
tha friendly relations between the two 
Powers. Por‘ugal is known as Britain’s 
oldest ally, and she is extremely proud of 
the distinction and sensible of the advan- 
tages that accrue from it. Sefior Augusto 
de Castro, the newly-appointed Portuguese 
Minister in London, acknowledges the 
importance of British sympathy with 
Portugal in her present troubles. Portu- 
guese territory marches with British 
territory where Mozambique a/ljoins the 
Union of South Africa, and the fact that 
there has been no friction in this district 
speaks well for the good understanding 
that exists. Sefior de Castro is anxious 
that the friendship shall be developed to 
the mutual benefit cf the colonial subjects 
of both countries.

From OUR PASLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
: WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 
The debate on the Budget resolutions was 
resumed to-day by Mr. William Graham, the 
Financial Secretary’ to the ‘Treasury, who 
spoke for an hour or so, in answering points 
raised in the course of the previous discus- 
sion, Long , in fact, seemed to be 
the rule rather than the exception; but most 


of the criticism was directed to the McKenna

A CHALLENGE. |

Northern Propaganda. 


The secret of the luncheon to-day was 
given away by Lord Londonderry, who ée- 
marked that Ulster had been negligent of 
propaganda, believing that there was little 
need to tell the world what it already 
knew. There is much in this remark ; for 
it is patent to observers on this side that 
the situation in Ireland is almost a sealed : 
book to the English people. “ Boundary 
Commission ” is just a phrase, and little 
more. The man in the street does not 
know its meaning, and there is nobody to 
tell him. . He does not realise that the 
peace and prosperity of Ireland depend 
upon the turn of events connected with 
this Commission, any more than he 
realises that this country may quite con- 
ceivably be involved in the dispute in a 
manner far from pleasant. 


Questions. 


It is probable that an attempt will now 
be made to raise the boundary question in 
the House of Commons. On Monday next 
Lord Curzon will ask the Colonial 
Secretary if he will state what steps 
the Government proposes to take he 
put Article 12 of the Irish Treaty into 
operation. A somewhat similar question 
will be put by. Sir Thomas Inskip, who 
on the following day will ask the Prime 
Minister whether the Government intends 
to appoint a Chairman of a Boundary 
Commission, and whether before making 
such an appointment, or calling upon the 
Irish Governments to appoint persons, he 
will give an opportunity for discussion 
upon the intentions of the Government. 


A Long Course. 


We may assume that the answer to these 
nan will be that the Government 

oes propose to set up a Boundary Com- 
mission, and that it will send a formal 
invitation to the Government of Northern 
Ireland to appoint a representative. No 
other course seems possible in view of the 
attitude taken up by the Government here. 
That Northern Ireland will refuse to 
appoint a representative is regarded as 
certain, and, if the Commission proceeds to 
act as a body, then the Northern Govern- 
ment will try to restrain it by appealing 
to. the Courts. Should the case go 
against. the British Government, an 
amending Bill will have to be brought into 
Parliament to make the Commission a 
legally appointed body. This is the view 
held in Government circles, and, if it 
proves correct, the boundary question has 
a long course to run yet. 


** Ireland.” 


Mr. Stephen’s Gwynn’s “ Ireland,” 
which will be published immediately, is 
the first survey of the new era in that 
country, and all that led up to it since it 
has attained séli-government, and is in- 
tended to measure the potential contribu- 
tion of Irish civilisation to the political 
life and the culture of the world. It must 
be recognised, says Mr. Gwynn, that; 
where such a situation exists as existed in 
Ireland for three centuries, at least a 
diseased psychology results. He traces in 
historical sequence how that situation has 
arisen, tells us about Irish education, its 
culture, its language, its industry and 
labour ; reviews the steps which led up to 
the creation of the Irish Free State, and 
discusses the present-day problems of Ire- 
land. 

The Irish nation, as it exists to-day, Mr. 
Gwynn says, is incomplete and imperfect. 
Stripped down to its intimate elements, 
the problem stands clear—how to reconcile 
the ideals and traditions and the purposes 
of the two races and blend them into one, 
so that “Irish” shall be no longer a 
word of ambiguous meaning, but equally 
applicable to all citizens of a free and 
united country. Nothing that is not Irish, 
he says, stands in the way of its accom- 
plishment, and, if it cannot be accom- 
plished by Irishmen, no outside power can 
convert our national aspirations into a 
reality. The book, which will be pub- 
lished by Ernest Benn, Ltd., is the first 
edition of a series of works on the modern 
world, edited by the Right Hon. H. A. L. 
Fisher, M.P. )

CARPENTIER’S VICTORY. 


TOWNLEY BEATEN IN SECOND 
ROUND.

VIENNA, Thursday. 

The much-talked-of boxing match between 
Georges Carpentier, the Shasana, and 
Arthur Townley, of England, took place this 
afternoon, when Carpentier won easily, scoring 
a knock-out in the second round.

It was stated in one hospital yesterday that 
there were two cases under treatment, which 
had been admitted a week ago. At another 
hospital it was learned that one patient had 
been admitted more than a month ago suffer- 
ing from the disease. A second case which 
h been brought to the same institution 
three weeks ago was discharged as cured on 
bah ee 

The Medical Officer of Health to the Dublin 
arene has not issued any statement 
with regard to an outbreak, but it is believed 
that the hospitals are being circularised, and 
that some information will be available be- 
fore next week. As the disease is nit notifi- 
able, the collection of data is difficult.

State Budget the import duty on canned fruita 
is increased from one farthing to sevenpence 
ou the tin of two pounds. i 

This fact was brought out at a meeting of 
Dublin wholesalers and retailers held yester- 
day for the purpose of placing the position 
before the public. The meeting expressed the 
opinion that it could hardly have been the. 
intention of the Minister for Finance to place 
such an exorbitant tax on an article oí food 
now in general use. 

Mr. J. W. Middleton, secretary of the 
Dubiin Wholesale Grocers’ Association, said 
that a duty of 3 3-5d. per lb. was, under the 
new Budget, put on all sugar confectionery 
imported into the Saorstat. In the past the 
duty was calculated on the percentage of 
sugar in the confectionery. The Inland 
Revenue authorities now held that Californian 
tinned fruits come under the heading of con- 
fectionery, and would have to bear the flat 
rate of ó 3-5d. per net pound. That would 
mean that, a tin of Californian fruits hitherto 
retailed at ninepence would cost Is. 4d., and 
so on. The incidence of the duty would be 
heaviest on the cheaper grades, largely used 
by people of restricted means. 


AUTHORITIES’ DECISION. 


When the matter was placed before the 
Ministry of Finance, the reply was given that 
it rested with the Inland Airs authort- 
ties to say whether tinned fruits came under 
the Budget heading of sugar confectionery, 
and they decided that it did. Tinned fruits 
= become a very popular food, and as they 
wére not produced in this country, they were 
not m competition with any local industry. 
The trade were of the opinion tkat the 
Minister for Finance did not contemplate that 
the tax would apply to those goods. 

If it were persisted in it would mean that 
the trade, now of very large dimensions, 
would be wiped out as far as the cheaper 
grades were concerned. The tax meant that, 
a person buying one tin of fruit a week would 
get no benefit from the reduction in tea, for 
what was taken off on the latter was more 
than added to the former. 

Before the Budget the duty on tinned fruits 
was threepence farthing per dozen tins, or one 
farthing a tin on the cheaper grades, rising 
to a maximum of one penny on the best 
qualities. Now the duty was to be sevenpence 
a tin for all grades.. The revenue would pro- 
baBbly lose from £15,000 to £20,000 a year 
on the falling off in the imports, which was 
sure to follow the increase in price. A decision 
on the point whether tinned fruits should be 
classed as sugar confectionery should be vome 
to at once, because the trade was being held 
up by the uncertainty. 

One of those present stated that to his own 
knowledge one trader in Dublin had received 
5,000 cases in one consignment, or 125 tons 
of fruit. That was only one instance of the 
extent of the trade. 

A letter sent to the Minister for Finance on 
Wednesday, asking him to receive a deputa- 
tion of the trade, was approved. . 

Mr. James Hewitt, of 8 Argyle road, 
Herbert Park, Dublin, in the course of a 
letter, says that if the interpretation of the 
excise authorities is allowed to stand the 
trade in canned fruit will be brought to a 
standstill or confined to the more wealthy 
classes. “Of course if it is the intention of 
each individual member of the Dail to ‘bleed’ 
the consumers, one has nothing more to say, 
but the consuming public, the importers, and 
the shopkeepers of the Free State ought 
certainly to be informed by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer that such was his intention, 
and that the interpretation of the excise 
authorities is correct. At present trade is 
held up in the Free State, as of course im- 
porters, cannot ibly continue to import 
goods for which they may have no sale in the 


uture.’’

“The ‘Experiment_in Protection’ contained 
in the Free State Budget of 1924-5 has, in the 
opinion of the League, had the immediate 
effect of concentrating the public mind on 
what protection for Irish industries means, 
and what it is intended to achieve. 

“The Government appointed a Fiscal Com- 
mission last year, whose report, after several 
months, appeared without making recom-

“On January 16th the President of this 
League, Mr. Sean Milroy, T.D., initiated a 
discussion in the Dail on the report, by means 
of a resolution (accepted by the Government),

As a re- 
sult, the Ministers of Agriculture and 
Industry and Commerce expressed the view 
that ‘it may be possible to select a system 
of protective tariffs calculated to geit § 
existing industries without injuring agricul- 
ture. 
“The doubt expressed by many that the 
Government could use Clause 2 of the Treaty, 
re Fiscal Powers, exercised the minds of the 
people, in view of the absence of any con- 
tradiction, until the Budget appeared. 

“ After careful investigation, this League 
is satisfied that the tariffs on imported sweets, 
jams, chocolates, cocoa and candied fruits will 
not mean any advance in price of the Irish- 
made articles. toe 

“In “the case of soap and candles, it is 
much regretted that the date (July Ist) per- 
mits imports of a serious nature, which will 
in all probability nullify any advantage to the 
home trade. 

“The boot and shoe tax would, according 
to the Minister, have to exist for a consider- 
able time before it would achieve the object 
intended—viz., production on a considerable 
scale. As the Minister says: ‘it will con- 
tinue to yield a large revenue after the pre- 
sent financial year,’ it must be assumed it is 
the intention of the Government to permit 
the test of its development beyond the current 
Budget period, .

A revolver 
was fired at one of the coaches, and some 
windows were smashed, the passengers sus- 
taining cuts. One man was arrested. 


GREECE,

O’CONNOR’S OPINION.

The Times publishes a long letter from 
Lord Justice O’Connor, in reply to Sir Herbert 
Stephen, on Irish boundaries, in the course of 
which his lordship states :—‘‘ Let us consider 
the position as it stood at the date of the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty in December, 1921. It is 
not true to say that ‘in 1920 the United 
Kingdom made a double bargain with Northern 
Ireland and with what was then called 
Southern Ireland.” The Imperial statute of 
1920 was in spite of a universal protest 
from the South of Ireland. Ulster was not 
asked to accept it. She affected to grumble 
at it. It was passed, and would have been 
passed whether she liked it or not, No 
uestion of ‘bargain’ either with Southern 
Treland or Northern Ireland arose. It was a 
statute which the Parliament at Westminster 
imposed upon Ireland because the majority at 
Westminster so willed, not because either 
Northern Ireland or Southern Ireland so 
willed. 

' When a treaty entered into between two 
nations purports to give or transfer a certain 
ortion of the territory of one to the other, 
it is difficult to follow any reasoning where- 
by, because the consent of a portion of the 
inhabitants of the transferring nation is not 
iven, the territory should not be trans- 
Sarai The Treaty gave to the Irish Free 
State so much of the territory of Ireland as 
the tribunal, by fixing the boundary line, 
should determine. Why Ulster’s consent to 
this transfer should be required—unless the 
the language of the agreement as to the 
ise áfan ge the tribunals so compels—passes 
my comprehension. . . . : 

Sir Herbert Stephen 's construction is that, 
inasmuch as Ulster is entitled to representa- 
tion on the tribunal, if she omits to name 
her representative the cause is nugatory. The 
alternative construction is that Great Britain 
is to set up the tribunal, and is to pro- 
cure Ulster’s consent for the purpose, 
and, failing that consent, will proceed 
without it. I submit that the second 
construction is the correct interpretation of 
the instrument. There is nothing absurd or 
incongruous that a nation which purports to 
transfer territory shall see that the necessary 
machinery is forthcoming at the proper time 
to implement the agreement. There is 4 
manifest absurdity in reading into the Treaty 
a condition taaé Northern Ireland's agreement 
is essential; for this gives it into the ex- 
clusive power of Northern Ireland to render 
sterile a provision which is one of the most 
important provisions of the Treaty.”

One of his reasons—that this country has 
given assistance to Ulster for police and 
other purposes—seems an ‘unworthy one; for 
the principles in dispute are not those of the 
counter.

Would she not be wise, in her own 
interest and in that of the Empire, to appoint 
a Commissioner, provided that it were de- 
finitely settled in advance that the object of 
the Commission is merely to adjust the 
boundary for mutual convenience of adminis- 
tration? 

Any suggestion either that Ulster is going 
to cede counties or towns, or, on the other 
hand, that she proposes to reclaim whole 
tracts of Free State territory already ceded, 
should be ruled out in advance. n these 
lines, and on these lines alone, an early settle- 
ment seems possible.

SENATE AND FOREIGN

ing to the Old Age Pensiony Bill. 
The Minister for Finance said that 
the expenditure on pensions repre 
sented 13.1 per cent. of the 
revenue, and areduction was éssei tal. 
He denied that there was extravagance 
in other State departments. 

There was an interesting discussion on 
the housing of the Oireachtas. The 
House decided that it would be uselets 
to refer tlie question of erecting tem- 
porary buildings on Leinster J.awn 
back to the Committee, but sugyested 
that the whole question of temporary 
accommodation might be reconsidered.

‘appointing a Standing Committee to 
consider the position of the Free State 
in relation to foreign affairs.

OLD AGE PENSIONS. - 


MINISTER’S EXPLANATION OF 


THE CUT. 


The second stage of the Old Age Pensions 
Bill was taken in the Senate yesterday. 

The Minister for Finance, at the request oi 
Mr. Farren, explained the provisions of the 
bill, first, in regard to the cut in the individual 
ension from 10s. to 9s. a week, and, second, 
in regard to the revision of the scale of means 
of the pensioners. .The bill, he said, was 
necessary because of the financial situation 
of the country. Even with a very much 
higher rate of taxation than in Great Britain, 
there was a deficit in the Free State Budget. 
It would be comparatively easy for some time 
ahead to collect the deficit by means of in- 
creased taxation, but they recognised that the 
country was already sufficiently handicapped 
by the burden of the taxes. The best line of 
policy was to endeavour tó reduce taxation. 

With half the revenue of 1920-21, they were 
now paying three-fourths of the total old .age 
pensions charge for all Ireland. In Scotland 
in 1920-21 the old age pension charge 
amounted to two per cent. of the revenue. 
In Ireland in the same vear it amounted to 
9.1 per cent., and in the Free State at the 
present time it is 13.2 of the total 
revenue. - A reduction from 10s. to 9s. now 
would not leave the pensioner any worse off, 
from the point of view of purchasing power, 
than he was when the rate of 10s. was fixed. 
Again, 9s. now was no worse than 5s. before 
the war. But for the events in the country 
for the past couple of years the proposals of 
the bill would not have been necessary.

quarrel with the necessity fof reducing the 
pensions, but one or two clauses of the bill 
seemed to be rather harsh. He would have 
liked if the bill had repegted some of the 
anomalies of the law—for tance, the ex- 
clusion of deserving people who could not get 
proof of age.: On the other hand, there were 
i many people receiving pensions who should 
not get them. In his view the argument for 
the reduction from 10s. to 9s. was sound. 

Mr. MacLysaght said that he would vote 
against the second reading of the bill, because 
he felt that the economy axe had not been 
used so ruthlessly and with such impartiality 
as to justify this attack on the poorest section 
of the community, to whom a reduction of one 
shilling would mean the actual deprivation 
of some of the necessaries of life. A cut of 
10 per cent. on the £360 salary would only 
cause the giving up of some luxuries. 

Mr. Barrington said that he would not be 
surprised if, on investigation, it was dis- 
covered that the bulk of those in receipt of 
old age pensions were not entitled to them. 
Men handed over their farms. to their sons 
and drew the pensions along with their 
wives, while, in fact, they had the same means 
as ever they had. | 

Mr. Farren spoke against the bill, and said 
that not alone was it proposed to take a 
shilling off the pensions, but also to penalise 
those who, through trade union benevolent 
funds and otherwise, had saved up something 
for their old age. In the slums there were

where they would cost the country more 
than they cost now. If this form of economy 
was the price the Minister had to pay to 
the wealthy for his loan, then he há r give 
them back their money. 


ALIEN IMPOSITION. 


Dr. Gogarty said that he regarded the Old 
Age Pension Act as an alien imposition, 
under which persons who were not really 
deserving received pensions. 

Colonel Moore said that he was not in 
favour of depriving the poor of the shillin 
a week, but he held that expenditure should 
be ruthlessly cut down. There was gross 
extravagance in certain departments, and" it 
was the duty of the Government to see that 
it was stopped. There was gross extravaganvs 
in the Army and other places, and if the 
Minister had begun at the top—say, with the 
Governor-General and his establishment—he 
would support him, and would have nothing 
to say against this bill. The Minister, how- 
ever, was doing his best to make reparation 
for the past, but he had in this matter of the 
Old Age Pensions begun at-the wrong end.

GROUPS, 
EVILS OF MONOPOLY. 


The following statement has been issued 
by the Directors of the Dublin and South- 
Bustern Railway in reply to the joint 
statement of e Great Southern and 
Western Company, the Midland Great 
Western Company, and the Cork, Bandon 
and South Coast Railway Company :— 


We have considered the statemont issued in 
the name of the Directors of the Great 
Southern and Western Railway, the Midland 
Great Western Railway, and the Cork, 
Bandon and South Coast ilways, and desire 
io say that we cordially welcome the eugges- 
tion to omit the Dublin and South-Eastern 

Railway from the amalgamation scheme. 

These companies express the opinion that 
healthy competiton between railways in: Ire- 
‘ond cannot be attained. Persons striving for 

ly always say that competition is un- 

inst. public 
interests; and the mere repetition of those 
familiar epithets leaves us unconvinced, We 
believe and know that competition is healthy 
and that monopoly would be disastrous. That 
is the chief point which the public have to 
decide, and we are convinced that our opinion 
in that respect has the support of the traders 
and the travelling public. 

POSITION UNCHANGED. 

We stand where the Chairmen and General 
Managers of all the Irish railways stood in 
November, 1922, when, after several inter- 
views with the Government, they made the 
following minute :— 

“The companies are confirmed in their 
ssnion that the formation of two groups is 
preterable te unification.” 

We stand where the Midland Great Western 
Railway ‘stood in 1899, when it thundered 
eloquently against the evils of establishing a 
monopoly in the interests of the Great 
Western Railway of England. We stand also 
where the Parliamentary Committee stood in 
1298, when, after a costly inquiry extending 
over many months, they declared that they 
viewed ‘‘ with grave apprehension” the 
efforts of the Great Southern and Western 
Railway to obtain monopoly and ‘eliminate 
competition. : 

The joint statement of the three companies 
devotes much space to an effort to show that 
it would not be practicable to exercise 
running powers by each group over the other 
group. It is quite true that we already have 
running powers from Waterford to Limerick, 
and that we accepted an annual op ae from 
the Great Southern and Western Iway to 
refrain from exercising those powers ; but our 
proposal is to amalgamate the Dublin and 
South-Eastern Railway and the Northern 
companies in a separate group, which would 
then be in a much stronger financial position 
for the exercise of those powers. If, as the 
other companies state, our proposa] as to the 
running powers is impracticable and impos- 
sible, it is obviously unnecessary for them to 
‘‘most strongly oppose it.” 

‘NO LOSS. 

The statement that these running powers 
were exercised at a serious loss is incorrect. 
The running powers were exercised to 
such good purpose that the running power 
train almost invariably obtained its full load. 
The effort was heartily welcomed by traders 
in the towns between Waterford and Limerick 
Junction, and, notwithstanding the intense 
obstruction to the train by the Great Southern 
Company’s staffs, it was fully availed of. The 

‘traffic was vigorously canvassed, and railway 
rates were lowered to the advantage of trade. 
This question of reducing rates is the sore 

oint with the Great Southern and Western 
RReilwag Company, as it is with all monopolies. 

The method adopted by the Dublin and th- 
Eastern Company of reducing rates by way 
of rebate was seized upon by the Great 
Southern and Western Company as illegal ; 
they utilised this fact to brihg the case betore 
the Railway and Canal Co:¢mission, and suc- 
ceeded in putting a oF to the reductions, 
thus depriving traders of the. benefit of com- 
petition in this direction. 

In our. statement we avoided, ::s a matter 
of business etiquette, mentioning the annual 
subsidy we receive from the Great Southern 
and Western Company, but, now that it has 
been referred to, we deny the assertion that 
the payment is a small one in relation ‘to the 
total amount of traffic involved, 

If it be true, as the joint statement alleges, 
that when the Dublin and South-Eastern 
Company exercised their running powers they 
did so at a serious loss to themselves, how 
does the Great Southern and Western Com- 
ae come to pay the Dublin and Soath- 
jastern Company a subsidy for the latter 
company refraining from injuring its own in- 
terests? There is no explanation, the fact 
being that the statement that those powers 
were exercised by us at a loss is incorrect. 


BUYING OFF COMPETITION. 

In addition to the Dublin and South-Eastern 
Company being subsidised to refrain from 
exercising their running powers between 
Waterford and Limerick Junction, the Mid- 
Jand Great Western Company is said to be 
similarly subsidised to refrain from exercising 
their running powers northward from Limerick 
to Sligo. “Thus the Great Southern and 
Western Company pay s¢veral thousands of 
pounds per annum for the purpose of buying 
off competition from an area, extending over 
at least seven counties, between Waterford 
and Sligo. . 

In this way a monopoly is already pur- 
chased and established, whereas the money 
which purchases it would be better employed 
in unfettered competition and the reduction 
of rates. If the amalgamation of the Dublin 
and. South-Eastern Railway with the Great 
Southern and Western Railway becomes an 
accomplished fact, this monopoly: will be per- 
petuated. 

The question of running powers is only a 
detail, and it. does not afiect:our main argu- 
ment—that there should be two groups and 
not a monopoly; that a serious effoit should 
be made to include ell the Irish ‘railways, 
North and South, in one or other of these two 
groups, and that competition should be en- 
couraged, We have. evidence that any 
sustained attempt h ver been made to 
effect a national! settlement, ignoring partition 
and artificial boundaries; but, even if that be 
undesirable, we maintain that no adequate 
reason has been shown for granting immunity 
to the Great Northern Railway or to any 
other railway which is mainly in the Free 


State, 
NO NEED FOR HASTE. 

It would be easy to provide in the bill 
that, if the Northern boundaries be altered 
later, the area of railway control should be 
altered accordingly. The Boundaries Com- 
mission will presumably report in a few 
months. Why, then. the haste? And what 
is to happen when the Boundaries Commis- 
sion issues its report? Are the Northern rail- 
ways still to be left immune, and, if so, why? 
Or is another Railways Bill to be introduced, 
and, if so, on what principles?

or the London Midland and Scottish Rail- 
ways ;, what we ask is that nothing should 
be done that would have the effect of lessen- 
ing the interests of these wealthy corpora- 
tions in Irish development. 

Attention may also be called to the fact 
that the Government Bill proposes to mak 
perpetual the agreement under which th 
cross-Channel traffic arising on the Great 
Southern and Western Railway is to be sent 
via Rosslare. What, however, is to Happen 
to such traffic arising on the Midland Great 
Western Railway, for which the natura] ports 
ere Dublin, Din “Laoghaire, Drogheda, 
Greenére, and Dundalk? And how will the 
through traffic arising on the twenty absorbed 
railways be routed? Will all of it be diverted 
to Rosslare, or only part; and, if so, what 
part? 

With reference to the Baronia] Guaranteed 
Rail@ays, we suggest that it. might be con- 
sidered whether these should be placed in a 
separate group. We make that proposal for 
four reasons :— 

Firstly, because they appear to constitute the 
Government’s main anxiety; 

Secondly, because of the difficulty in arriving at 
a fair decision as to the financial terms on 
which they should be taken over by a 
larger company ; 

Thirdly, because the managing of light railways 
is a wholly differezt problem from that of 
managing main lines; and 

Fourthly, because without some such arrange- 
ment there will develop a growing tendency 
to treat the light railways as the 
“ Ginderellas ” of the Irish railway system. 

We are convinced that under separate and 
proper organisation and experienced manage- 
ment these railways would cease after a brief 
period to be a charge on either the State or 
the local ratepayers. , 

ILL-ADVISED SCHEME. 

We made it quite clear, in our statement 
of 19th February last, that we consider a 
delay in the re-organisation of the railways is 
advisable until the: boundaries’ question ‘has 
been -settled, after which the railway problem 
can be envisaged as a whole. 

Our attitude, in point of fact, is based on 
the honest conviction that the amalgamation 
scheme is ill-advised; that it would be most 
injurious to our shareholders and to the 
traders and farmers on our railways; and that 
the whole policy of railway monopoly is 
frayght with grave danger to the countrv as 
a whole, but in particular to Dublin and to 
every port in the Free State, except=Rosslare. 
We end, as we began, by welcoming the 
suggestion that the Dublin and South-Eastern 
Railway should be omitted from the scheme. 
We are told that such an omission would be 
helpful to the finance of the other companies ; 
and it certainly would be helpful to ali public 
interests, as it would have the effect of keep- 
ing the door open for a wider and a really 
hational settlement of the Irish railway 
problem. 

At the moment of issuing this statement 
we read with pleasure the frank announce- 
ment made at the meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce yesterdhy by Dr. Lombard 
Murphy, President of the 'Charber and 
director of the Great Southern and Western 
Railway Company, to the effect that the 
other railway companies only accepted the 
principle of: unification under strong pressure 
from the Government.

and upon their attitude towards: the railway 
companies. Although some months had 
elapsed ‘since ‘machinery was set up on the 
Irish railways to deal with matters. of  rail- 
way importance, very few meetings had: been 
held, and ‘these meetings only. recently. 


MUCH IRRITATION, 

The Board could “understand = why, in the 
minds of men throughout ‘the country, con- 
siderable irtitation existed, and, Why. it was 
notso easy for the men to maintain the sweet 
reasonableness of temper which was indicated 
by Mr. Keogh as being exclusively possessed 
by the -veilway companies. Always in the 
resent-day relationship between capital and 
dabour there must be one-sidedness, simply 
because employers always had the first: and 
the last: words. They paid the-wages... ~ 

The English railway companies, when be- 
fore the Wages Arbitration Board,’ did not 
bring beid the argument that they were 
unable to-pav, as Mr. Keogh now did. Ob- 
‘viously, .abihty to pay must be the deter- 
mining factor in any industry carried. on in a 
traditional way. It must, however, be evi- 
detit to everyone that in the present case the 
possibilities of the future that. lay before the 
Irish railway companies could not be ignored, 
and, therefore, he would ask the Board to 
approach the question fram a new standpoint. 


A. NEW STATE. 


Mr. Keogh had stated that’ railways vould 
have to close’ down if they were unable to 
pay what they were asked to pay. . But he 
(Mr. Gramp) would ask the Board to bear 
in mind the possibilities. that exsited in a 
new State, a State that was obviously cast- 
ing about to find a new basis for its economic 
life, when’ dealing with the matter before 
them. The unions he represented would 
never agree that the standard of life for 
railwaymen in Ireland should be lower than 
the standard in Great Britain. Prices in 
Ireland had not yet reached their peak. The 
Government of the Free State had decided 
to impose certain tariffs, which, it could 
reasonably be assumed, would increase the 
‘cost of living -by raising the prices of a 
number of articles, and, in view of that, he 
contended ‘that. there could be no further 
reduction’ in. wages. 


MOST EMPLOYES SKILLED. 


Mr. Cramp denied the suggestion that the 
great majority of the men employed on rail- 
ways .wére unskilled. Permanent.way men 
and platelayers. had t& be skilled in order 
to do» their work properly. Dealing with 
the housing of railway employés, he pointed 
out that, pre-war, the rent was 3s. per 
week. e Irish, railway companies had 
increased. it to 7s. 6d. per week—an advance 
of Oe per cent. 

In asking the Board, in conqlusion, not: to 
accede. to the companies’ proposals, Mr. 
Cramp said that all who wished well to the 
Free State realised that the same thing was 
true of Ireland as was true of any other 
country—namely, that its greatness and its 
true prosperity must be built up in the 
homes of the workers, and must be reflected 
in a raising of their standard of life. 

In reply to a member of the Board, Mr. 
Cramp said that there was a general observ- 
ance of -the eight-hour day on the Continent, 
with certain exceptions, due to - internal 
economic conditions. 


MR. BROMLEY’S VIEWS. 


Mr. Bromley then addressed the Board on 
behalf of the Associated: Society of Loco- 
-motive , Engineers and Firemen. He said 
that the proposals of the companies, if acted 
upon, would not only smash the locomotive 
men in.the matter of wages, but would raean 
a return: to the working conditions. of forty 
years ago.. when the. lives of ,engineers and 
firemen: were unbearable. . 

The Board adjourned until ó p.m. to-day.

Chapel in Madron, 
the mother parish-of Penzance, and there are 
two other parishés in Cornwall connected with 
her: numerous placés into which the name of 
St. Piran is incorporated (six at least); we 
have ofr Church of St. Finbarrus at Fowey, 
in Cornwall, as you have in Cork, and many 
others. with Irish ‘associations in the neigh- 
bouthoods oí Hayle, in the south-west, and 
Fowéy; in the middle. of -Cornwall, which 
were famous, landing. places for Irish im- 
migrants in those bygone days.

NEW STANDARD OE FATS

Presiding at a meeting of the National 
Executive of the Irish Farmers’ Union, yes- 
terday, Senator T. Linehan returned thanks 
for his election as President. ” 

A discussion took place on a letter from 
the Ministry for Home Affairs intimating 
that the question of revising the standard 
prescribed by the Sale of Milk Regulations 
as to milk-fat was being considered by a 
Committee representative of the Department 
of Agriculture and the Ministry of Local 
Government. 

The Chairman said that he believel that 
originally the standard requirement was for 
2:75 per cent. of fat, but now it was ó per 
cent., and while 5 per cent. was reasonable 
enough in certain circumstances, it was most 
unfair when applied to a particular milking, 
where, say, a cow might be secreting for 16 
hours. It certainly was not the object of the 
farmers to encourage dishonesty, or to shield 
wrong-doers from the consequences of their 
actions, but, on the other hand, there were 
undoubtedly numerous cases of constant oc- 
currence in which farmers who were per- 
fectly honest in deed and intention were vic- 
timised through circumstances over which 
they had no control, It was a well-known 
fact that the morning’s milk was not gener- 
ally as rich as the evening’s milk, and that 
seasonal changes caused variations in the fat 
content. The farmer could not control these 
circumstances, and should not be held up to 
odium and made liable to expense where he 


es milk as it came from the cow. 


r. D. L. O'Gorman, Cork, stated that in 
America, and, he believed, elsewhere, the 
seasonal changes and differences in quality 
between the morning and evening milk were 
well recognised, and the standard required 
was accordingly varied, but here it had been 
fixed, and it Liieanell that the samples of 
milk taken nearly always came from the 
morning’s supply—the worst that could be 


“selected from the point of view of hte 


farmer, for owing to the increased quantity 
it was ofdinarily poorer in quality. It was 
well-knogvn to practical farmers that the 
milk im April and May was not as rich Jin 
fats /as in, say, September, ar 
allowdnce should be made. for this.

ON TRAMCARS. 


BELFAST COUNCILLOR’'S 
OBJECTION. 


The question of drink advertisements cn 
tramears was discussed at the Belfast Corpora- 
tion yesterday, when Councillor D. Ander- 
son moved.as an amendment that a minute of 
the Tramways Committee—‘‘ That it be a 
recommendation to the Council to authorise 
the Committee to communicate with the 
present contractors for advertising on the 
tramcars, with a view of ascertaining what 


additional sum they would be prepared to 


offer for the remainder of their contract 1f 
zranted permission to display alcoholic liquor 
advertisements on tramcars’’—be deleted. He 
felt that it was not the wish of the Com- 
mittee or the people of the city that they 
should placard the glass in their tramcars with 
advertisements calling on the young people to 
drink whiskey. 

Councillor Wilson seconded the amendment, 
and stated that the idea of these alcoholic 
advertisements was inspired by the lquor 
trade for business reasons. 

Councillor McAlevey was opposed to the 
matter going back. The Corporation would 
get double the revenue by carrying out the 
proposed arrangement. The advertising of 
good whiskey could not have a demoralising 
effect. It was better to let the people know 
where they would get a superior class of drink 
and prevent them resorting to methylated 
spirits. 

Councillor McDonald entered his opposition 
to the Council’s being turned into what he 
described as an arena of speech-making 
Pussyfoots. This was a question of revenue 
to the people of Belfast, and the contractors 
were prepared to offer £450 per vear tor the 
two unexpired years of their contract. Had 
they’ been allowed this libertv they weuld 
have received £55,000 for the five years 
instead of the £27,750 that they were getting.
